Any person not intending to start his horse 


must notify the Secretary in writing on or be- 
fore 8 0'oloc.li in the evening previous to the 
race. 
Horses entered in races can only be drawn by 
consent of the Judges. 


For a walk over in any race a horse shall only 
bo entitled to his own entrance fee, and quarter 
of the entrance received from the^ther entries 
for said parse ;and n horse winning a race en- 
titled to nrst money only, except when dis- 
tancing the field, then entitled to nrst and 
third moneys only. 
A horse wins but one 
money under any other circumstances. 


The attention of all parties interested is par- 
ticularly called to the rules 'of the National 
Trotting Association, under the provisions of 
which, except as otherwise specified, all mat- 
ters appertaining to the trotting races will be 
conducted 


Tho following resolution, adopted by the Cal- 
ifornia State Board of Agriculture, has been 
endorsed and will bo strictly enforced by this 
Association: 


Resolved, That whore any rider, driver or 
horse rests under a ban imposed by any DU- 
triot Blood Association of this State, that the 
same »nall he duly recognized by this Board 
and that the person or horse upon whioh »«id 
ban reata shall not be allowed to ride; drlra or 
start in » race until such b»n is lifted or «aUe. 
fled.

proposition to transfer the Texas Pa- 
cific 
Railroad laud grant to the 


Southern Pacific is to meet a deter- 
mined opposition at the nest session 
of Congress. 
Judge Payson, who 


represents (he eighth Illinois Dis- 
trict in Congress, and a determined 
enemy of land grants wherever they 
offer a fair object for attack, is in 
Washington, ransacking the Interior 
Department, collecting and arrang- 
ing in convenient shape for use, a'l 
the facts aud literature connected 
with the proposed transfer. 
The 


Judge made a strong fight against 
the Northern Pacific, but in spite of 
him the road has been completed 
without a forfeiture of the land grant, 
but the Texas and Pacific land grant 
is still within reach, and tbe Judge 
will do his best this winter to prevent 
the transfer and to restore the granted 
lauds to the public domain.
